Sparky  Spreads  Some  Holiday  Cheer

Last  Friday  afternoon,  as  Grade  4  students  at  Old 
Hammond  town  School  in  Mattapoisett  were  restlessly 
awaiting  the  end  of  the  day  and  the  beginning  of  the  all- 
important  holiday  vacation,  a  familiar  visitor  walked 
through  the  door  bearing  candy  canes  ...  but  instead  of  the 
expected  cries  of  "ho,  ho,  ho,"  this  visitor's  greeting 
sounded  more  like  "ruff,  ruff,  ruff." 

The  Fire  Department's  favorite  mascot  —  Sparky 
the  Fire  Dog  —  took  over  for  Santa  Claus  on  this 
particular  afternoon,  sharing  treats  with  all  the  students  at 
Old  Hammondtown  School.  According  to  Mattapoisett 
Fire  Chief  Ronald  Scott,  Sparky's  appearance  was  made 
possible  through  a  grant  from  the  Student  Awareness  Fire 
Education  (SAFE)  program. 

This  is  just  one  in  a  series  of  planned  appearances 
by  Sparky,  who  helps  educate  students  on  fire  safety  and 
how  to  react  in  the  event  of  fire.  And  although  Sparky 
was  unable  to  comment  on  his  role  in  this  program, 
Captain  Lee  Jones  of  the  Mattapoisett  Fire  Department 
was  able  to  interpret  the  canine's  impressions. 

"Sparky  is  used  in  a  whole  array  of  safety 
classes,"  Captain  Jones  said.  "We  use  him  to  teach  kids 
how  to  stop,  drop,  and  roll ...  and  we've  used  him  for  the 
'Flame  Game'  and  a  model  'Burn  House.'" 

Chief  Scott  concurred  that  Sparky  is  a  unique  way 
for  the  Fire  Department  to  translate  the  importance  of  fire 
safety  from  students  to  their  parents.  He  noted  that  after 
one  of  the  presentations,  students  will  often  go  home  and 
tell  their  parents  what  they've  learned.  "I've  been  told 
that  kids  will  go  home  and  drive  their  parents  nuts," 
Chief  Scott  said.  "In  a  way,  it's  our  best  tool  in  teaching 
fire  safety." 

Sparky  the  Fire  Dog  has  been  making 
appearances  in  Mattapoisett  for  the  last  two  years,  and 
both  Chief  Scott  and  Captain  Jones  have  been  involved 
with  the  program  since  its  inception.  "This  is 
(Mattapoisett's)  second  year  (with  Sparky),"  Chief  Scott 
said.  "Last  year  he  started  working  with  us,  and  the  Fire 
Departments  in  Middleboro  and  Dighton.  SAFE  funds  the 
program  through  tobacco  taxes." 

Other  programs  which  feature  Sparky  in  his 
bright  red  fireman's  hat  and  yellow  fireproof  jacket 
include  those  during  Fire  Prevention  Week  and  the  "Learn 
Not  to  Burn"  classes  held  at  Old  Rochester  Regional 
Junior  High  School. 

But  on  this  particular  occasion,  Sparky  came  just 
to  say  "hello"  and  wish  students  "Happy  Holidays."  He 
went  through  the  cafeteria  during  lunch  and,  with  a  little

Ground  Breaking 

Fairhaven  High  School  Project  Underway 

By  Kenneth  J.  Souza 

What  began  with  an  article  allocating  $18.4 
million  on  the  May  10, 1994  Fairhaven  Annual  Town 
Meeting  has  now  come  to  fruition. 

Last  Friday  afternoon,  December  20,  members  of 
Fairhaven  High  School's  student  body  —  along  with 
faculty,  staff,  and  interested  residents  —  gathered  outside 
the  historic  structure  for  a  ceremonial  ground-breaking 
that  will  eventually  result  in  an  expansion  of  the  century- 
old  facility  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  growing  community. 

Present  for  the  event  were  members  of  the  Board 
of  Selectmen,  the  Fairhaven  High  School  Building 
Committee,  and  the  Fairhaven  School  Committee,  along 
with  State  Senator  Mark  Montigny  and  State 
Representative  William  Straus. 

After  some  haggling  over  the  initial  cost  of  the 
renovation  project  —  and  determining  how  much  state 
reimbursement  the  town  would  receive  —  voters  recently 
agreed  to  up  the  ante  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting  on 
December  7,  bringing  the  total  cost  of  the  project  to  $19.4 
million.

F.  Roderick,  the  town  will  get  up  to  72  percent 
reimbursement  from  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts. 

"The  State  Department  of  Education  bases  their 
allocation  on  square  footage,"  Mr.  Roderick  said.  "Since 
we  (first  submitted)  the  project,  inflation  has  kicked  in 
and  the  state  has  increased  the  square  footage  allowance 
to  $168  per  square  foot.

short  everyone's  comments  and  effectively  shorten  the 
proceedings. 

"I  had  a  20-minute  speech  prepared,"  joked 
Senator  Mark  Montigny.  "But  I'll  keep  it  to  under  five 
minutes." 

After  welcoming  remarks  from  Superintendent 
Roderick,  he  introduced  one  of  the  "guiding  forces"  of  the 
Fairhaven  High  School  project  in  Building  Committee 
Chairman  Andrew  B.  Tillett.  Mr.  Tillett  said  the  ceremony 
was  a  landmark  day  for  the  Town  of  Fairhaven,  because  it 
showed  the  town's  commitment  to  its  past  while  planning 
for  the  future. 

Mr.  Tillett  was  also  pleased  to  announce  that  the 
town  had,  just  that  morning,  signed  an  agreement  with 
Eastern  Contractors  of  Framingham  to  begin  work  on  the 
high  school  at  a  low  bid  of  $15.5  million.  The  company 
has  agreed  to  complete  the  three-phase  project  within  a 
26-month  time  frame. 

The  project  —  on  which  work  was  slated  to 
commence  today  (Friday,  December  27)  —  will  include 
the  redesigning  of  the  football  stadium  to  include  a  soccer 
field,  and  related  improvements  to  Cushman  Park  across 
Route  6. 

"It  will  be  a  three-phase  project,  where  they'll  first 
build  the  new  addition,  which  should  take  about  one 
year,"  Mr.  Roderick  said.  He  added  that  the  remaining 
phases  will  include  moving  students  out  of  the  1906 
building  and  into  the  new  wing,  renovate  the  older 
facility,  and  then  demolish  the  old  wing. 

"There  will  be  some  inconvenience  while  the 
work  is  being  done,  but  we'll  be  able  to  hold  classes,"  Mr. 
Roderick  said.  If  all  goes  according  to  plan,  the  new  and 
improved  Fairhaven  High  School  should  be  opened  in  the 
spring  of  1999.

Commission  has  determined  to  penalize  communities  without 
Keno  outlets  by  decreasing  the  town's  local  aid.  Under  the  Acts 
of  1996,  those  communities  which  do  not  have  any  businesses 
which  offer  Keno  would  be  penalized  unless  they  applied  for  an 
exemption. 

"The  procedure  is  to  request  a  hearing  with  the  (State) 
Lottery  Commission  and  they'll  take  everything  into 
consideration,"  Mr.  Dean  said.  "They  way  they  figure  it,  a 
portion  of  local  aid  is  attributed  to  Keno  receipts  ...  and  it  would 
probably  amount  to  a  cut-off  in  (local  aid)  growth  over  time." 

Selectman  Cutler  said  he  had  an  "upset  stomach"  after 
hearing  what  sounded  to  him  like  forced  gambling.  "They're 
penalizing  (Rochester)  for  not  gambling,"  Selectman  Cutler  said. 
"We  only  have  one  establishment  I  can  think  of  which  would 
even  be  capable  of  handling  the  Keno  game." 

The  board  asked  Mr.  Dean  to  look  into  what  needed  to 
be  done  to  apply  for  an  exemption  and  also  how  the  Lottery 
Commission  determines  the  "penalties"  placed  on  local  towns.

The  board  unanimously  moved  to  accept  Mr.  Stata's 
resignation,  with  regret,  and  agreed  to  send  him  a  letter  of 
appreciation  for  his  past  efforts.  In  the  meantime,  Selectman 
Cutler  said  he  would  like  to  look  toward  appointing  a 
replacement  in  April,  1997  and  would  recommend  that  Mr.  Dean 
serve  in  the  interim  so  that  he  might  be  able  to  acquaint  himself 
with  the  workings  of  SRPEDD.  Mr.  Dean  agreed  to  this 
recommendation.  With  that,  the  board  unanimously  voted  to 
appoint  Mr.  Dean  as  the  town's  new  SRPEDD  representative. 

Any  residents  interested  in  serving  as  the  town's 
representative  to  SRPEDD  should  submit  a  letter  and  resume  to 
the  Board  of  Selectmen,  c/o  Rochester  Town  Hall,  1  Constitution 
Way,  Rochester,  MA  02770. 

•  Town  Hall  Clerk  Kelly  Hartley  next  sent  a  request  to 
the  board  to  seek  the  assistance  of  the  Public  Prosecutor's  office 
in  collecting  two  overdue  ambulance  bills.  The  board 
unanimously  approved  Ms.  Hartley's  request. 

On  a  similar  note,  Selectman  Chamberlain  noted  that 
there  is  a  resident  in  town  who  has  worked  for  Town  Hall  and 
volunteered  services  quite  often  in  the  past.

looking  into  the  state  requirements  for  Class  II  and  Class  III 
licenses.  It  is  his  understanding  that  a  business  which  applies  for 
a  Class  HI  license  does  not  need  a  Class  II  license,  since  they  are 
inclusive. 

"In  reality,  Motor  Coach,  Inc.  only  needs  to  apply  for  a 
Class  III  license  which  covers  Class  II,"  Selectman  Chamberlain 
said.  "Since  he's  already  applied  this  year  for  both,  we'll 
approve  both  as  submitted.  But  next  year,  he'll  only  have  to 
apply  for  Class  HI." 

Selectman  Chamberlain  then  moved  to  send 
notification  to  Benjamin  Lavallee  concerning  his  operation  on 
Vaughan  Hill  Road.  According  to  Selectman  Chamberlain,  the 
board  was  recently  "denied  access"  to  inspect  the  site  —  the  gate 
was  locked  —  even  though  Mr.  Lavallee  was  notified  of  their 
impending  inspection.  The  board  unanimously  approved  the 
motion  and  also  asked  to  have  Regional  Conservation  Agent 
Laurell  J.  Farinon  inspect  the  site. 

Likewise,  the  board  voted  to  send  notification  to  High 
Street  Realty  regarding  their  Earth  Removal  Permit.  Again,  the 
board  was  unable  to  inspect  the  site  in  question  despite  having 
sent  a  notice  to  the  owners.  "I  don't  like  being  locked  out, 
especially  after  we've  contacted  them,"  Selectman  Chamberlain 
said.  "We  still  haven't  inspected  this  site." 

The  board  then  unanimously  voted  to  approve  the 
Chapter  61 A  release  of  the  Pierce/ Baptista  property  as  discussed 
at  their  last  meeting. 

Selectman  Cutler  said  he  attended  the  last  Power 
Utility  meeting  held  in  Acushnet,  and  he  agrees  with 
neighboring  town  officials  that  having  large  blocks  of  power  to 
deal  with  will  certainly  help  in  reducing  rates  with  potential 
energy  suppliers  once  Com/Electric  is  deregulated.  "I'm  not 
sure  I  want  to  get  too  cozy  with  Acushnet  based  on  our  past 
dealings  with  them,"  Selectman  Cutler  said.  "But  I  think  we 
should  be  looking  to  franchise  power  much  the  way  we  do  trash 
pickup." 

At  8:10  pm  the  board  voted  to  discuss  agenda  items  as 
the  Personnel  Board  and  would  thereafter  adjourn  for  the 
evening  upon  completion.

My  dog  was  in  the  garage  with  me  as  I  was 
changing  the  antifreeze  in  my  car.  He  sniffed  the 
old  antifreeze  and  was  going  to  drink  it.  I  stopped 
him.  Would  it  make  him  sick? 

Antifreeze  (Ethylene  glycol)  has  a  sweet 
smell  that  is,  unfortunately,  attractive  to 
dogs.  It  can  cause  kidney  failure  if  the  dog  is 
not  treated  within  4-6  hours  after  drinking 
this  poison.  If  you  see  your  dog  or  cat  drink- 
ing antifreeze,  take  him  to  your  veterinarian 
immediately.

Buzzards  Bay  Habitat  for  Humanity 

The  Buzzards  Bay  Area  Habitat  for 
Humanity,  Inc.,  an  affiliate  of  Habitat  International, 
was  started  in  July,  1995  and  serves  the  towns  of 
Acushnet,  Fairhaven,  Marion,  Mattapoisett, 
Rochester,  and  Wareham.  After  a  fifteen-month 
period  of  building  the  foundations  of  the 
organization,  the  Buzzards  Bay  Area  Habitat  for 
Humanity  received  approval  of  its  application  for 
affiliation  from  Habitat  for  Humanity  International 
on  December  4, 1996. 

Habitat  is  not  a  give-away  program.  A  family 
selection  committee  chooses  homeowners  on  the 
basis  of  the  level  of  need,  the  ability  to  repay  a 
mortgage,  and  willingness  to  become  partners  in  the 
program.  Through  volunteer  labor,  including  "sweat 
equity"  hours  of  the  potential  homeowners  and  tax- 
deductible  donations  of  funds  and  materials,  Habitat 
is  able  to  build  homes  for  much  less  than  commercial 
builders.  The  homes  are  sold  at  cost  (no  profit,  no 
interest)  and  BBAHH  issues  a  no-interest  mortgage 
over  a  fixed  period.  Mortgage  terms  discourage 
quick  subsequent  sale  profit.  Low  housing  costs 
reduce  financial  worries  and  home  ownership  builds 
pride  and  family  dignity. 

Homes  will  be  built  only  with  families  who 
do  not  presently  have  adequate  housing  and  do  not 
have  the  financial  means  to  build  or  purchase  a 
house  within  current  conventional  mortgage 
programs.  Applicants  need  to  have  lived  in  the 
service  area  for  at  least  one  year.

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New  Craven  horror 
movie  copies  the 
Scream  of  the  crop

■  Scream.  Starring  Neve  Campbell  and  Courtney 
Cox.  Directed  by  Wes  Craven.  Running  time:  100 
minutes.  MPAA  rating:  R.  At  Cinema  140  in  New 
Bedford. 

"This  isn't  a  movie,"  says  heroine  Sidney  (Neve 
Campbell)  midway  through  Scream.  "Of  course  it  is," 
says  her  boyfriend  (Skeet  Ulrich).  "Everything  is  one 
big  movie."  An  exchange  like  that  could  destroy  a 
lesser  movie.  But  the  people  in  Scream  know  they're  in 
a  horror  movie  —  in  fact,  they've  seen  all  the  movies 
that  Scream  copies,  dissects,  and  parodies.  They  know 
the  "rules"  (don't  have  sex,  don't  go  off  alone),  but 
they  goof  on  the  rules  and  promptly  get  killed  for  it. 

I'm  surprised  it  took  this  long  for  a  self-reflexive 
slasher  movie  to  be  made.  Slasher  movies,  of  course, 
were  big  in  the  early  '80's;  we  saw  a  hundred  rip-offs 
of  Friday  the  13th,  which  in  turn  ripped  off  the 
heavyweight  champ,  Halloween.  After  a  while,  the 
slasher  craze  petered  out.  Then,  in  1984,  came  the 
movie  that  gave  horror  a  new  face  —  A  Nightmare  on 
Elm  Street,  directed  by  Wes  Craven,  who  has  now 
made  Scream. 

Is  Scream  a  revolutionary  horror  breakthrough  on 
the  level  of  Nightmare?  I  don't  think  so.  But  it  is  witty, 
tightly  structured,  and  often  effective  as  a  straight 
horror  film.  The  script,  by  Kevin  Williamson,  turns  our 
I've-seen-it-all  jadedness  against  us.  The  teens  in 
Scream  laugh  at  horror  videos,  yelling  at  the  screen 
("Turn  around!  Don't  drop  the  knife!").  Then  they  go 
off  and  do  the  same  stupid  things  they've  been 


laughing  at.  This  conceit  is  nasty  and  plausible  —  we're 
saying  the  same  things  while  we're  watching  the 
movie. 

Scream  faithfully  reproduces  every  stock  slasher 
cliche.  There's  the  Traumatic  Anniversary:  Sidney's 
mom  was  raped  and  murdered  a  year  ago.  There's  the 
Creepy  Crank  Caller.  There's  the  "Boo!  It's  Not  the 
Killer!"  seat-jumper  (I  lost  count  of  how  often  Craven 
uses  this).  There  are  enough  red  herrings  for  five 
movies,  including  a  touchy-feely,  scissors-wielding 
principal  (Henry  Winkler!),  a  dorky  police  deputy 
(David  Arquette),  and  a  virginal  horror-movie  expert 
(Jamie  Kennedy). 

The  killer,  who  goes  around  in  a  dime-store  mask 
(like  Halloioeen's  Michael  Myers),  taunts  Sidney  while 
her  friends  die  around  her.  She's  being  saved  for  last, 
like  Jamie  Lee  Curtis.  One  nice  twist  is  that,  unlike 
Curtis  in  Halloween,  Sidney  loses  her  virginity  —  and 
still  survives.  The  script  subverts  and  critiques  the 
Victorian  morality  of  these  movies,  which  (like  most 
horror  stories)  equate  sex  with  violent  death. 

Neve  Campbell,  one  of  the  appealing  misfit 
witches  in  last  spring's  surprise  hit  The  Craft,  carries 
her  first  starring  role  gracefully.  She  makes  Sidney 
brave  and  smart  but  also  convincingly  haunted.  It's  a 
performance  to  match  Heather  Langenkamp's  in  A 
Nightmare  on  Elm  Street.  Craven's  touch  with  the  other 
actors  is  less  adept  —  he  lets  Matthew  Lillard  (Serial 
Mom),  as  a  wacky  teen  geek,  overact  all  over  the  place. 
And  Craven's  dialogue  scenes,  as  always,  are  as  flat  as 
Wyoming. 

I'm  a  horror  buff,  so  I  enjoyed  Scream,  and  I  wish 
it  well;  the  genre  needs  a  hit.  Yet  I  suspect  it's  a  movie 
for  fans  only.  If  the  horror  genre  is  to  recapture  the 
public  imagination,  it  needs  more  than  an  in-joke 
movie.  It  needs  new  blood  —  it  needs  a  new  face. 
Where  is  the  next  Wes  Craven?

Town  Trends 

Roller-Blade  Issue  Cuts  Both  Ways 

By  Jennifer  J.  Ouellette 

"Skateboarding  is  fine,  but  it  has  its  place," 
said  Rochester  Police  Chief  Walter  Denham.  In 
Fairhaven,  however,  skateboarding  —  among  other 
things  —  is  no  longer  "fine"  anywhere  in  town  now 
that  voters  approved  Article  8  at  the  Special  Town 
Meeting  held  on  December  7. 

The  article  established  a  town  by-law  which 
states: 

"No  person  shall  operate  or  ride  any  wheeled 
device  for  human  transportation  including,  but  not 
limited  to,  a  bicycle,  scooter,  roller-skates, 
skateboard,  roller  skis,  or  in-line  skates  ...  in  or  on 
any  of  the  following: 

•  Any  public  building  and  the  walkway,  or 
stairs  of  a  public  building; 

•  Any  Town  property,  public  way  or  part 
thereof,  including  the  sidewalk  if  posted  by  the 
Town  prohibiting  such  use;  and 

•  Any  private  property  or  part  thereof  if 
posted  by  the  owner,  lessee  or  person  in  charge  of 
the  property  prohibiting  such  use." 

The  town  passed  the  by-law  primarily 
because  of  safety  and  liability  concerns,  which  are  a 
major  factor  in  a  lot  of  neighboring  towns  as  well. 

"I  don't  know  if  it  is  the  pitch  of  the 
sidewalk,  the  width  of  the  sidewalk  or  the  condition

of  the  stairs,"  said  Fairhaven  Police  Chief  Ed  Silva, 
but  the  Fairhaven  Town  Hall  "seems  to  attract" 
skaters  and  skateboarders.  At  one  point,  he  said,  the 
skateboarders  "waxed"  the  edge  of  the  stairs,  which 
was  "extremely  unsafe  for  pedestrians." 

Chief  Silva  credits  this  hazardous  behavior 
for  the  uproar  against  skaters  that  eventually 
brought  the  issue  before  the  Fairhaven  Board  of 
Selectmen.

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skating  and  skateboarding  would  not  be  "too  far  out 
of  the  ordinary  to  be  barred  out  of  certain  areas."  He 
continued  to  explain  how  Rochester  skaters  tend  to 
skate  in  and  around  cars  in  busy  store  areas.  Skating 
in  this  area  leads  to  several  safety  issues.  The  safety 
of  the  skateboarders  and/or  skaters  who  may  ride 
behind  a  car  that  is  backing  up  as  well  as  the  safety 
of  the  pedestrians  need  to  be  considered. 

"I  agree  that  the  town  should  find  some  other 
area  or  facility  for  skateboarding,"  Chief  Denham 
said.  However,  liability  would  still  be  a  pressing 
concern  for  the  town. 

"Liability  isn't  all  that  great  if  (the  town)  has 
a  facility  (for  skaters),"  said  Bob  Correira,  owner  of 
Matt's  Wild  World  of  Sports  in  Acushnet.  "It  would 
be  like  a  swing."  Someone  could  fall  off  a  town- 
owned  swing  and  get  hurt  without  any  major  effect 
on  the  town.  The  same  concept  would  be  true  in  a 
skating  facility.  It  would  be  equivalent  to  a  jungle 
gym  in  the  town  park. 

Tim  Semple,  a  frequent  rollerblader  from 
Marion,  agrees  with  Mr.  Correira  about  the  town 
needing  a  skate  facility.  "We  need  a  place  to  go,"  he 
said.  Mr.  Semple  told  a  story  about  a  time  when  the 
cops  stopped  him  while  he  was  roller-blading  in  the 
road  and  told  he  and  his  friends  that  if  they  were 
caught  roller-blading  in  the  street  again,  the  group 
would  be  arrested. 

After  this  occurrence,  Mr.  Semple  went 
before  the  Marion  Board  of  Selectmen  and  proposed 
a  skating  park  on  a  half-acre  of  land  on  Point  Road 
in  Marion.  Marion's  Executive  Secretary  Ray  Pickles 
said  the  site  was  "not  suitable."  The  facility  would 
require  a  "minimum  of  two  acres." 

Mr.  Semple  has  not  given  up  on  the  issue, 
however.  He  continues  to  visit  area  skate  parks  to 
determine  the  effect  the  facility  has  on  the 
community.  "My  father  moved  to  Harwich  further 
down  (Cape  Cod),"  he  said.  The  town  built  the  best 
public  skate  park  he  has  ever  seen.  "They  did  a  good 
job,"  he  said.  The  park  has  had  no  problems  and  is 
under  constant  supervision,  Mr.  Semple  continued.

"(The  park  has  been)  open  since  this  summer,"  he 
said,  "and  it  has  only  had  two  major  injuries  out  of  at 
least  3,000  visitors." 

"Right  now  we  have  nowhere  (to  skate),"  Mr. 
Semple  said.  The  town  has  told  skaters  to  skate 
behind  Sippican  School,  but  they  are  less  than  excited 
about  the  area.  "Most  people  don't  understand 
aggressive  skating,"  Mr.  Semple  said.  "We  ride  down 
handrails,  jump  over  cars  —  anything."  Behind 
Marion's  Sippican  School  there  is  nothing  but  "an 
empty  tar  parking  lot,"  he  said. 

Although  the  issue  seems  to  be  a  dead  one  in 
Fairhaven,  there  is  still  hope  for  town  skating 
enthusiasts,  as  well  as  those  in  Marion  and  Acushnet. 
The  three  towns  have  been  considering  a  proposal 
regarding  a  bicycle  path  that  would  run  through  the 
adjacent  towns.  Marion  Police  Chief  Brian  Scott  said 
that  the  "best  thing  (to  solve  the  skating  dilemma) 
would  be  the  bicycle  path.  It's  the  most  logical 
solution  and  beneficial  to  all  three  communities."

of  a  liability  suit  is  still  the  primary  reason  town 
officials  aren't  taking  any  further  action  on  the 
matter.  Rochester  Police  Chief  Denham  said  that  the 
town  would  not  want  to  see  a  future  skating  park 
become  just  a  hangout  which  would  harbor  bad 
activities.  Now,  Chief  Denham  continued,  the  kids 
are  out  "well  after  dark  without  any  supervision." 
Most  of  the  kids  do  not  cause  any  problems,  but 
there  are  always  those  few  that  ruin  it  for  the  other 
good  kids. 


According  to  Matt  Pepin  of  Rochester, 
Gifford  Memorial  Park  —  a  site  which  many  skaters 
use  —  is  full  of  trash  and  has  been  vandalized,  but 
not  by  the  skateboarders.  "The  town  was  upset  that 
it  was  not  kept  clean,"  he  explained.  So,  the  town  set 
a  date  for  us  to  remove  our  equipment  and  when  we 
didn't  move  it,  the  town  destroyed  it. 

"We  get  harassed  for  skating  everywhere," 
Jason  Correia  of  Rochester  said.  "The  town  is  just 
afraid  of  (our  skating),  I  guess."
